‘Agentiferous Galena. 

We give below an excellent article 
frem the Reese River Reveille. under the 
above caption, which gives some valua- 
ble information with regard to this class 
of mines and,will therefore be very. 
teresting toa large portion of ourreaders: 

One of the most important of 


ores throughout the world 


is augentiferous galena. This, 
thongh commonly regarded as a 
lead ore, is the principal silver 
producing ore of Europe, is the 
and constitutes the wealuP or 
silver mines of northern Mexico 
and Veins of argenti- 
ferous galena of great size and 
wealth exist interspersed throagh- 
out almost every mining district 
of the great Basin. The most 
noted localities of this miueral 


are at. Galena, in Washoe, Rush 


Valley, near Salt Lake, and at 
Washington in this county. At 
this last named place the veins 
‘are very large, of almost pure 
ore, contain silver from $100 to 
$600 per tun, are accessible and 
in a well wooded section. Judy- 


ing from reports of this class of 


mines, we doubt if there are any 
now worked in the world of equal 
richness and quantity of ore. 
Last fall sume Mexicans were er- 
recting furnaces for working the 
ore in the same manner that such 
ores are reduced in their country. 
We have nui learned of: their sue- 
cess. We only know that the 
projector of the works is_ the 
sume person who first announced 


that the Comstock lode was sil-: 


ver bearing, and was once a 
wealthy owner in the Mexican 
mine of Virginia, and that he as- 
serts that the argentiferous gale- 
na lodes of Washington consti- 
tute a far richer mining district 
than doves the Comstock vein. 
Notwithstanding the wealth of 
the district in natural resucrcus, 
it is struggling along unoticed 
and in poverty, it being the gen- 
eral impression that the reducing 
the ore by fire and the separation 
of the silver from the lead is so 
exceedingly expensive as turend- 
er working such mines impractic- 
able at the present rates of la- 
bor and material in this State. 
At Rush Valley and Galena 
furnaces have been bulc and 
quantities of very rich lead ob- 
tained, but the work has stopped 
because no practical way has 
been found to separate the lead 
from the silver. | 
The celebrated Mowry mine of 
Arizona is a lode of argentifer- 
ous galena, the ore paying from: 
‘dollars to one hundred 
‘per ton, and is worked by the 
Mexican process of melting, and 
oxidizing the lead. KH is gener- 
ally considered that when gakene 
contains fifty ounces of silver per 
ton, it becumes a silver ore, and 
can be worked ‘profitably alone 
for that metal. In England. it is 
funnd profitable to separate the 
silver from lead, when that metal 
is fuund to contain but five dol- 
lars tuthe ton. How can it le 
possible, then, that the miners of 


this State can say that they find 


it ippractieable to separate the 
two metals, when su large ain- 
ounts as several hundred dollars 
of silver is present. Either the 
reports are fulse, or our operat- 
ors are grossly ignoraut of the 
business they have undertaken, 
In England the metals are sep- 
arated by what is known as the’ 
Pattinson process, founded in the 


{taining silver is melted in a suit: 


‘ciréumstanee that when lead con- 


ble veusel, afterwards slowly al- 
lowed to ovol, and at the same 
time kept constantly stirred, at a 
certain temperature, near the 
‘melting poiut of lead, metallic 
crystals begin to form. These, 
as rapidly aa they are produced, 
‘aink to the bottum, and on being 
removed are fuund to contain 
much less silver than the -lead 
originally operated on. The still 
flued portion, from which the 
crystals have been removed, will 
at the same time be proportional- 
lyenriched.

silver, four tons of crystals may 
‘be taken ont in the first opera- 
tion. These erystals still con-
